Solar Businesses Applaud Gov. Cooper’s Key Role in Settlement with Duke 

Energy 

Raleigh, NC -- The North Carolina Clean Energy Business Alliance today thanks Gov. 
Roy Cooper for helping to resolve a critical impasse in the implementation of landmark 
renewable energy legislation the N.C. General Assembly enacted last year. 

“Governor Cooper played a crucial role in bringing the parties to the table to hammer 
out issues that could have derailed our state’s renewable energy success,” said 
NCCEBA Executive Director Chris Carmody. “This settlement will allow North Carolina 
companies and workers to bring dozens of projects and hundreds of megawatts of 
clean energy to our state’s electric grid faster. The settlement also insures that Duke 
will impose no new barriers on solar developers finalizing investments covered by 
House Bill 589.” 

House Bill 589, co-sponsored by Reps. John Szoka and Dean Arp and signed into law 
last year by Gov. Cooper, was comprehensive legislation to advance North Carolina’s 
leadership in renewable energy. Although the solar industry and Duke Energy worked 
closely together on the passage of the bill, a significant dispute arose after its passage 
about the extent to which Duke Energy could impose new technical criteria. These new 
criteria effectively would have eliminated a large number of renewable-energy projects 
well underway. 

With Gov. Cooper’s help and encouragement, the parties have been able to resolve 
their disagreements satisfactorily. 

“Utility-scale solar and wind are now among the lowest-cost energy sources for 
electricity customers,” Carmody said. “Governor Cooper’s efforts to create a business- 
friendly environment for renewables means that North Carolinians will continue to 
benefit from cheap, reliable, safe energy.”
